An analysis of the chanyed situation in Latin 
America makes it possible ti understand the policy 
developed by the Nixon Ar-mlnistration following 
Nelson Rockefeller’s Latin A .icrican trips. 1 

Mr. Rockefeller returned borne convinced that 
Latin America was ripe for revolution. Anti-Ameri- 
can revolutionary forces are "on our doorstep,” he 
confirmed Washington’s primary concern, ho In- 
sisted, should bo to maintain order on the conti- 
nent. Past distinctions between “representative de- 
mocracies" and military dictatorships wore out of 
date. Addressing Congress on Nov. 12, he warned 
that a “chaotic revolution” could break out if the ■ 
United States did not step up its military aid to Lat- 
in American governments, including the military 
regimes. 

Washington’s decision lo stop discriminating be- 
tween democracies and dic tatorships in' Latin, ,1 
America was a serious blow to Latin American III)-’’- \ 


eral lenders like Rotnuio Betancourt. The former 
Venezuelan President was the uuthor of a doctrlno 
calling for the non-recognition of governments 
that come to power by force. This distinction Is 
considered “too rigid” by the current Venezuelan 


Government, headed by President Rafael Caldera, 
which has abandoned it.
